in the Avrcs murder mystery was reach- 
ed late vesterday afternoon when Mr*. 
Lola 1. llonine, the woman toward whom 
suspicion has been directed by tho de- 
velopments of the past few days, broke 
down and confessed th.U Ayres had been 
killed in a struggle w i t h herself. 


James Seymour Ayres. a census oflice 


clerk, was killed in the Kemnorc hotel 
early last Wednesday morning, and be- 
cause of the peculiar circumstances sur- 
rounding 
it lias aroused 
Washington 


more tha.n any tragedy in several years. 


WIC.XT "J'O .1-118 BOOM. 


Mrs. Uonine taid that she and Ayres 


had been friends until n short time prior 
to March 4, inauguration day, when they 
had a disagreement, and from that time 
until the evening of the tragedy they 
had not spoken. On that evening, after 
a chat with Ayres, she hud retired, and 
had been asleep sonic time when she was 
awakened by repented 
knocking. She 


arose and. unlocking 
the 
door, found 


Ayres without .attired in his coat, trous- 
ers, and undershirt. He complained of 
having had a chill, and asked Mrs. Bon- 
ine to give him some quinine. She made 
an inclicctual search. Ayres meanwhile 
remaining without ill the hall. When 
she told him she could lind no quinine he 
threw 
his arm familiarly 
about 
her 


shoulder and said: 


"Well, come over to 
my room and 


we'll talk over our differences.'' 


Mrs. Bonnie assented to this, she said, 


but told Ayres to go to bis room until 
she had dressed.. Then she slipped on a 
dark wrapper and followed him. When 
she knocked at Apres! door it'was open- 
ed 
quickly from within und 
as 
she 


stepped into the room Ayres closed it 
sharply behind her ami drew the bolt. 
Jt wns' not until then. Mrs. Bonine said, 
thut she noticed that Ayres had remov- 
ed his clothing and wore only an under- 
shirt, and that he held a revolver in his 
right, hand. He made au iusulling prop- 
osition to her, she said, and when she 
grew frightened aticl ran toward the open 
window., thinking 1.0 escape down the 
iron ladder without, he threw his left, 
arm about her. held the revolver l-efore 
her face and cried: 


"Now will yon listen to me?" 


K1LLKI)' IN THE STRUGGT.K. 


. From that time on. Mrs. Bonine said, 
her memorv was n blur. She remem- 
bered clutching the raised pistol with 
one band, hearing the sound of a shot, 
and feeling the warmth of blood upon 
her lianas. Jn the further struggle that 
ensued she managed to clutch the re- 
volver with both builds. 
It 
was dis- 


charged, she thought, two or three times, 
but could not remember the exact num- 
ber, and then she fell to tlic floor, lock- 
ed in Ayres' embrace, iv crimson stream 
from his mouth and from the wound in 
his chest-gushing over her shoulders and 
dveing her hands aud face 


She extricated herself from the dead 


man's hold, and forgetful of self in her 
terror at the scene—the disordered room 
w i t h the pungent smell of powder in the 
air and the horror of the huddled, blood- 
slainwl shape near the window—uttered 
two faint cries for help, and gave way to 
uncontrolled sobbing. 
Then fear of the 


consequences seized her, and placing the 
1-evoVrer on a trunk near l»o window, she 
descended the fire escape to the second 
floor, crossed the parlors to the hall, and 
thence, gained her room. 


Quietly and calmly, as if in a daze, 


she .-aid. she washed her wrapper from 
all incriminating stains and bathed her 
middled face mid hands. Then she went 
to bed, .and, falling asleep, 
did not, 


nwakeii until morning. She would have 
made, her confession before, Mrs, Jlnninc 
said, but she deterred through fear of 
(he misconceptions that would be placed 
upon her conduct, ill visiting Ayres' room 
ut, 2 o'clock in the. morning a.nd the re- 
sulting stigma that would be en,st upon 
her honor as a wife and upon the name 
of her children. 


POL1CK AKK SKEPTICAL. 


This is the substance of Mrs. Ijonine's 


confession, H was such n strange and 
remarkable story that the police are in- 
clined not to give it credence until they 
have made further investigations with 
the knowledge fhnt her confession lias 
yiven them. They consider it strange 
that if Ayres had owned :i revolver tiot 
one of his friends should ha.ve known of 
it and Hint tin; ..servants who cleaned 
bis room hud never seen it 


After her confession Mrs. Bonine. in 


response to inquiries, told the detectives 
that she was familiar with firearms, her 
husband having accustomed her to the 
use of. a revolver jvlicii they, lived in 


Florida. She said she had often practic- 
ed at a target, and had twice used a re- 
ynlvor to frighten burglars- away. She 
admitted having a revolver, but said she 
had given it to a colored boy na.med 
Walker who worked ill the 
KcDmorc. 


The police have -found this boy. 


HELD TO GRAND JURY.

The hull, which is divided like those 


of the most recent battleships, is built 
of steel «nd is unsheathed.

The main battery of the ship consists 


of four 12 in. breech loading rifles, plac- 
ed in two balanced turrets, and sixteen 
li in. rapid fire guns.

The 
architect, if be is industrious and ingen- 
ous, is generally able from .an expression 
of what is wanted to work out-a practical 
plan. 
Oftentimes it will contain more 


than the owner expected in tbe way of 
little conveniences and accommodations 
at the same time that it takes into ac- 
count all of tbe general demands.

Stockmen bnve observed for many,

Many eerious cases of stock poisoning 


have occurred after late spring and 
early autumn snowstorms. The expla- 
nation seems to be that the grass was 
covered by Know and nothing remained 


. visible for the stock to cat except cer- 
j tnln plants which happened to be poi- 


sonous. 


The actual stage of growth of any. 


poisonous plant determines very large- 
ly whether or not ic is eaten at a given 
time. 
Sorao of tbe poisonous plants, 


as, for Instance, the taller, species of 
larkspur imd tvatpr-homlcck, become so 
largo and coarse during their Inter 
stapes that they are seldom if ever eat- 
en by sheep in that condition. On the 
other hand, the large size or coarseness 
of the plant does'not apparently exer- 
cise any influence In preventing cattle 
from eating it. 


The foregoing items are gleaned from 


a report of tho department of agricul- 
ture on stock poisoning plants In Mon- 
tana. This Illustrated report deals in 
detail with the poisoning plants, their 
effects nr.d remedies, end It appears to 
be of much value for tbe state and ad- 
jacent regions where sheep and cattlo 
Interests predominate.

until the evening of the tragedy they 
bad not spoken. On that evening, after 
a chat with Ayres, she hud retired, and 
hail been asleep some time! when she was 
awakened by repeated 
knocking. She 


arose and, unlocking 
the 
door, found 


Ayres without.attired in his coat, trous- 
ers, and undershirt. lie complained of 
naving hud a chill, and asked Airs. Bon- 
ne to give him sorno quinine. She made 
m ineffectual search, Ayres meanwhile 
cnmimng without in the hall. When 
she told him she could find no quinine he 
thivnv 
his arm familiarly 
about 
her 


shoulder and said: 


"\VeIl, come over to 
my room 
and 


ive'l! talk over our difl'orcnces." 


Mrs. Bonnie assented to thi.s, she said, 


nit told Ayres to go to his room until 
:he had dressed. Then she slipped on a 
lark wrapper and followed him. When 
he knocked at Apres-' door it was open-

quickly from within and 
as 
she 


tepped into the room Ayres closed it 
hnrply behind her and drew the bolt, 
t wns not u n t i l then, Mrs. IJonine said, 
that she noticed that Ayres had remov- 
ed his clothing and wore only an under- 
shirt, and that he held a revolver in bis 
right hand. Tie made an insulting prop- 
osition to her. slie said, and when she 
grew frightened and ran toward the open 
window., thinking to escape down the 
iron bidder without, he threw liis left 
arm about her, held the revolver before 
her face and cried: 


"Now 
will you listen to 
me?" 


KJLLHD'IN THE STRUGGLE. 


• From that time on, Mrs, Uonine said, 
her memory wns a blur. She renum- 
bered clutching the raided pistol with 
one hand, hearing the .sound of a shot, 
and feeling the warmth of blood upon 
her hands. In the further struggle that 
ensued .she managed to clutch the re- 
volver with both hands. It 
wn.s 
dis- 


charged, she thought, two or throe times, 
but could not remember the exact num- 
ber, and then she fell to the floor, lock- 
ed in Ayres' embrace, sv crimson stream 
from his mouth and from the wound in 
his chest gushing over her shoulder.? an-d 
dyeing her hands and face 


She extricated herself from tho dead 


man's hold, and forgetful of self in her 
terror nt (he scene—the disordered room 
with the pungent smell of powder in the 
air and the horror of the huddled, blood- 
si ained shape near the window—uttered 
two faint cries for help, and gave way to 
uncontrolled sobbing. Then fear of the 
consequences seized her, and placing the 
revolver on a trunk near tae window, she 
descended the five escape to the, second 
floor, crossed the parlors to the hull, and 
thence gained her room. 


Quietly and cnlmly, as if in a daze, 


she said, she washed her wrapper from 
all incriminating stains nud bathed her 
leddened face and hands. Then sho went 
to bed, 
mul, fulling asleep, 
did 
not 


awaken u n t i l morning. She would have 
made her confession before, Airs, lionine 
suid, but she deterred through fear of 
Hie misconceptions: that would be placed 
upon her conduct in visiting Ayres' room 
at 2 o'clock in the morning nnd the re- 
sulting stigma that would be. cast upon 
her honor as a wife and upon the name 
of her children. 


POL1CK ARE SKEPTICAL,

confession. It was such a strange and 
remarkable story that the police arc in- 
clined not to give, it credence until they 
have made further investigations with 
(he knowledge that her confession has 
iiveu them. They consider it strange 
that if Ayres had owned a revolver not 
one of his friends should have known of 
it. nnd that the servants who cleaned 
his room had never seen it 


After her confession Airs. I5onine, in 


response to inquiries, told (ho detectives 
that she was familiar with firearms, her 
uisband having accustomed her to the 
use of a revolve* .when the^ lived in 


Florida. She said she had often practic- 
ed at a target, and had twice used a re- 
volver to frighten burglars-away. She 
admitted having a revolver, but said she 
had given it to a colored boy named 
Walker who worked 
in the Kenmore.

Man F->rt and started them. The Sham- 
rock fl came around ahead of Fife's boat 
and, 
immediately after the signal was 


given led h«;r out to a fine start, having 
.'in advantage of probably half a minute. 
They went off beating to windward, on 
short tacks, with the challenger point- 
ing rather the better, going fast and in- 
creasing her lead a little on every tack. 
The wind hauled round a 
little south- 


erly, but held fnir and steady, and the 
racers slipped along smoothly and fast. 
The weather conditions were such, how- 
ever, as to raise doubts if they could 
finish the thirty mile cjnrse within the 
five and a half hours allowed in cup 
mHt-rbw-. The conditions-.seemed to ad- 
mirably suit the challenger She point- 
ed iiighpr and footed ftwtrr than fhc old 
boat and gradually edged out to wind- 
ward and went ahead. Once clear of the 
island point, they had a few cross tacks 
inshore and the Shamrock I dropped in- 
to the wake of the leader, as they fetch- 
ed oft'.

NEW YORK, May 17.—The body of a 


man found late.last night in a house on 
Ninth avenue has been identified as that 
of the Rev. Edward S. Phillips, of St. 
Gabriel's church, Hazelton, Pa., who re- 
cently had a conference with J. Pier- 
pon4p Morgan in reference to the threat- 
ened strike in the iron and coat regions 
of Pennsylvania. 


The coroner says that the identifica- 


tion can hardly he questioned as papers 
found on the body seem to prove it. The 
police are working on what may prove 
to be a murder. 


Kirk Stanley, a massage operator, in 


whose rooms the body was found, is un- 
der arrest as a suspicions person. 


Decomposition 
had advanced 
so far 


when the body was found that a cursory 
examination was not sufficient to reveal 
the cause of death, and no autopsy will 
be held, 


IDENTIFIED BY -PAPERS. 


Stanley has been subjected to a rigid 


examination and is said to have told 
conflicting stories. Mrs. Bernhis, from, 
whom Stanley leased four rooms, in one 
of which the body, was .found, says that 
her tenant claimed to be from San Fran- 
cisco and called himself "Dr. Stanley." 
He was accompanied by a.young woman 
whom he introduced as his wife. The 
body was discovered by Mrs. Bcrnius* 
daughter, who went in Stanley's apart- 
ments to remove solnp. bedding which 
was hanging out of the window. The 
police were immediately .notified-and a 
search of the body disclosed a number 
of papers. Among thorn was a letter 
from 
John Mitchell, president 
of 
the 


Uuitod Mine,workers and 
addressed to 


Rev. Dr. Edward S, Phillips. Hawlton, 
Pa. There were also several telegrams 
from Mitchell addressed to the priest, a 
half-fare railway ticket, such as issued 
to clergymen and several receipts made 
out in Dr. Phillips' name. 


MISSTXG FOR TWO WEEKS. 


It was made public for the lirst time, 


after the identification of the body that 
two confidential alarms had been sent 
out by Captain of Detectives Titus for 
Mr. Phillips, who, according to the cap- 
tain, had been missing from his home 
in Hazel ton since April 28. The first 
alarm was sent out on May S, anil the 
second yesterday, and 
detectives from 


the central office 
have 
been 
quietly 


searching the hotels and hospitals in this 
city for the missing clergyman. 


Police Captain Donohuc. after examin- 


ing the body, the rooms and effects of 
the dead man. sent out a. general, alarm 
for the apprehension of Stanley. 


EARLY MORNING ARREST. 


Shortly after midnight 
Stanley was 


seen walking through 
Fiftietli 
street. 


When he ,came to tho corner of Ninth 
avenue, half a block from his apartments 
he stopped. A 
policeman 
saw 
him. 


Stanley saw the policeman at the same 
time nnd at once turned and walked 
rapidly through Fiftieth street toward 
Eighth avenue. The policeman ran af- 
ter him and touching him on the should- 
er said the captain desired to see'him. 
Stanley nccompanierl the policeman and 
when they reached 
the sta.tion house 


was closeted together for more than halt' 
an hour. The captain then took him be- 
fore Sergeant Sibl-e ruid told -the sergeant 
to lock him up'. The prisoner seemed to 
be sutlcring from the effects of drinK 
or drugs. ITis manner was that of a 
man badly dazed.

Charles college, EHicott-'Ci^ Md., and 
St. Charles Theological SteiaS'nnry, Phila- 
.idelpuia. He was ordained to the priast- 
thood in 1875.

'1mis parts of the Scrauton diocese, com- 
ing to Hazelton four yean ago.

He was elected mayor of Grand 
Rapids on the Democratic ticket in 1890 
and served two years.

Clevehvml 
later offered Mr. 
-Uhl the 


post of ambassador to Germany, and

THE SEl.r.ER P A Y S THE TAX. 
A lesson in tariff has been taught by 


the foreign powers in endeavoring to ar- 
range for the payment by China of the 
large indemnity demanded to satisfy civ- 
ilized humanity for the horrible outrages 
committed by its Boxers. 


The powers demurred to China increas- 


ing her custom duties to raise the; sums 
demanded laying the ground of demurr- 
age that this would compel the foreign- 
ers really to pay the indemnity, they 
paying the increased 
duties imposed. 


This theory of tarill has been opposed 
by our free traders and tariff reformers 
\vho have always contended that the con- 
sumer paid the tax, whereas in fact, it 
is the seller that pays the tariff tax. 
The powers are united in this respect in 
objecting to China compelling the for- 
eigners to pay thus to themselves the 
large indemnity demanded, distinctly up- 
on the ground that with increased tarifTs 
came,increased expenses to be paid by 
those, selling goods to the Chinese. 


(.trover Cleveland in his message to 


congress 
in 1887 declared that 
tarifTs 


"raised the price to the consumer of an 
articles imported and subject to duty by 
precisely the sum paid for such duties.'' 
Xow this assumption has been disproved 
over and over again, but the free traders 
supported now by some of the semi-free 
traders, alias reciproeists, still argue for 
this exploded error. 
Article after article 


has been shown to be selling in this 
country at prices that positively forbid 
any such assumption. The seller 
says 


( h e foreign powers shall not be compell- 
ed to pay this indemnity, so the consum- 
er in China is not taxed. 
If it was sure- 


lv the consumer that paid, the tarifTs, 
one may be very sure that the foreign 
diplomats would have bad it the other 
way beyond any doubt whatever. 
But 


as it is the: sellers to China who in this 
case would have paid the indemnity, the 
eternal justice of this would not have 
bcei: 
subserved. Thus 
the 
foreigner 


says to the Chinese government, you 
must pay this $383.000,000 of indemnity, 
or whatever the, amount is, it has been 
changed so many times, out of your 
own resources, the 
foreigner will not 


consent to tax himself to pay for Chinese 
wrongs committed upon them. 


Sonic comments have been made on 


this matter, and one in the American 
Economist says: "Hero is n iipld worthy 
of nil the energies of the New England 
free trade league. 
There would seem 


to be room here for nn indefinite num- 
ber of free trade syndicated articles de- 
signed to prove that the consumer pays 
the tariff. Even free trade England of- 
fers a field for suoh work, for she seems, 
with the other powers, to have indorsed 
the protectionist claim, or, perhaps we 
might better say, seems to have acqui- 
esced in what all experience has proved 
to be true, viz., that it is the seller and 
not the buyer who pays the tariff."

Dispatches were sent out all along the 
line and the other Alton trains waited 
long on side tracks for the Mansfield 
special to era-wl by. ft was dark when 
the train reached Siater, Mo., and it was 
concluded that if the spoed was Increased 
the actor might not notice it. But it 
happened that just 
at that 
moment 


Mansfield sat down to his supper and 
the motion of the car threw 
some of 


the coffee, from the cup into the saucer. 


"Stop," said Mansfield, "this train 
is 


going too fast.'' 80 again the speed was 
reduced and the train, due here at 9 
o'clock, did not arrive until ilong after 
midnight. 


If the railway managers 
only knew, 


they would discontinue their 
excessive, 


speed trains, and by leaving the comfort 
and luxury for their passengers, most 
people would be better satisfied. A!any 
people, like the comfort of our splendid 
modern cars, but the excessive speed is 
not so kindly taken to- The big ocean 
steamship linos are finding this out and 
some of them 
are now giving people 


splendid accommodations, with magnifi- 
cent vessels, but the racing features are 
not so much in evidence. In railroading 
the finest scenery in the world is scooted 
through at the rate of forty-five to sixty 
miles, and the discomfort of being hurl- 
ed through the mountain grades, with 
the unpleasant tingling in rounding the 


curves, does not conduce to -a'real pleas- 
ant time. Slower -trains for'mountain 
and valley, with comfort and the luxu- 
ries of modern travel, will be the fea- 
tures of successful roads until something 
better takes its place. ,. 
, . 


THE VETOES OF THE GOVERNOR. 
The vetoes of Governor La Toilette 


can not be complained of in the least 
unless by some one personally interest- 
ed. The people at large will approve. 
His last four are upon the lines of pub- 
lic policy and while some persons with 
the belief the world must move as they 
think may be disappointed, especially at 
the veto or rather the bill returned 
without approval requiring compulsory 
vaccination, yet the great majority of 
.citizens will endorse the public spirit 
displayed and the difference with nar- 
row views displayed in the legislature, 
as well -as their mistaken judgment up- 
on some matters. 


There are those of course howling at 


the governor for his course shown in the 
primary election matter, and for his dis- 
play of. feeling in the. veto of the Hage- 
meister substitute. But this was simply 
a failing or infirmity of human nature 
and while condemnatory, yet does not 
prevent 
crediting the governor 
with 


some 
mighty good 
judgment 
in his 


vetoes. 


But it is very unfortunate two more 


could not have been added to the list. 
People bad looked for the executive dis- 
approval of the Chippewa county div- 
ision bill and that of the Overbeck ice 
export tax bill. The governor is con- 
strained to do some explaining but no ar- 
guments can disprove the weightier one 
of unconstitutionally. 
• 


As for the Gates county proposition, 


that was more of sentiment, as the one 
name that should have been bestowed 
was withheld, it being charged that the 
successful applicant for honor was will- 
ing to pay for the name. 


The ice export tax bill comes possibly 


in the same category as any article of 
export or import and states are distinct- 
ly forbidden by the federal constitution 
to tax each other's product. The gov- 
ernment itself cannot levy 
an export 


tax on articles leaving the country,-and 
neither can a state tax an article, leaving 
its borders. Such a law if it could 
stand, 
which it certainly cannot, will 


only lead to other states taxing pro- 
ducts coming into Wisconsin, which they 
certainly will do. 


WHAT SCHOOLS MIGHT DO. 


Conversational powers are hrfd forth 


by a Chicago school superintendent as a 
valuable commercial asset and if of the 
opinion conversation should receive much 
more attention in our 
school systems. 


Xow in this matter many 
people sup- 


posed this was just the purpose of school 
life, next to imparting valuable knowl- 
edge concerning spelling, reading, writ- 
ing, geography, arithmetic and perhaps 
another study or two, now almost obso- 
lete in our schools. But it seems not. 
Though to be fa'ir-minded, the art of 
conversation is not carried 
on, to any 


particular end in our schools, yet it is 
not neglected 
as might 
be supposed. 


There are teachers who are aware of 
the lacking elements in modern educa- 
tional methods, and 
readily 
recognize 


Ihe defect* of their pupils 
in essential 


things, which however they are unable 
to remedy. Yet these teachers honestly 
endeavor to impart to their scholars a 
something, an element necessary to go 
forth into the world, and re. may be call- 
ed the nrt of conversation 
as we'll as 


anything else. 


As one critic has admitted, 
conversa- 


tion as a real art is not to be acquired, 
it may be, grafted on so to speak, but it 
can not be acquired native to the man- 
ner born, as it were. It is not every one 
gifted with the knack of ensy conversa- 
tional powers, and such us these evident- 
ly have no particular need of teachers, 
only in the incipiency of things, to ac- 
quire; correct grammar 
and a flow of 


rhetoric. 


An c-iwy pose of manner is,almost as 


essential as an easy flow of conversa- 
tion- 
iSome people acquire this or pos- 


sess this from 
very infancy, as indeed 


they do with the gift of gab, commonly 
called. Others possess the valuable gift 
of easily acquiring the. meaning of their 
daily tcxta, while others have hard work 
to absorb what it ad I menus. In words, 
some learn much more easily than oth- 
ers. 
Some talk more easily and fluent- 


ly than can others, as some teachers c/au 
impart knowledge better than can oth- 
era. So it seems dear 
the 
multitude 


will have to bo taken in hand at the suit- 
able ages, and have this pounded into 
them.

tured goods are cheaper than are Eng- 
lish. In many ways the superior excel- 
lence 
of United States 
manufactured 


goods, as locomotives, farm machinery, 
steel and iron manufactures, as shown 
in completed bridge work, is proven and 
freely admitted. England herself has it, 
several eases given American manufac- 
turers preference over manufacturers of 
England and for the best of reasons, not 
sentiment, but because our manufactur- 
ers could get out the work on time, and 
American workmen 
understood 
their 


business. 


It may be assured no European .gov- 


ei'mnent would give business to rival 
countries unless it was compel led "to and 
Americans who understand the nature 
of the Englishman's mind, know very 
well, it is'with gritty teeth any orders 
arc given to us Americana In'preference' 


to his own countrymen. We have fair- 
ly won our front rank. All Europe now 
recognizes the foe -with whom they have 
to deal with iri manufactured goods, and 
have long given up in despair the hopes, 
that America might have adopted a pol- 
icy that would haveMnade us the gran- 
ary of a world and received in exchange 
the manufactured- goods of Europe in 
pay. But we have eaten our cake and 
have it too. We are the granary of an 
old world and no one questions our im- 
mense, superiority as a manufacturing 
nation, We have done .both.".. So 'have 
followed out well the paths of agricul- 
ture and yet we have equally with enter- 
prise followed out the paths of manu- 
facture. 
Our manufacturing 
exports 


now reach over a million of dollars every 
day in the year and is increasing with 
every quarter.

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Lass of Heat in Bath. — "An interesting 


discussion iuus been begun as to the loss 
of heat which results from taking a cold 
bath. An 
elaborate 
series 
of 
tests 


undertaken in London showed that a 
very decided, rise of temperature occur- 
red in the water of the bath, but that 
the temperature 
of the water 
did not 


continue to rise. The average 
time of 


experimentation was., say, two minutes. 
In one trial the experimenter found that 
his body heated the water from 50 de- 
grees Fahrenheit to 
50 degrees in t,wo 


minutes. The average result of the ob- 
servations is that one gallon of water 
would be hented through 9.0 degrees in 
one minute, and that this corresponds to 
no less than two and a half liorse-pcnver. 
Tim observers determined that the nor- 
mally healthy man gives off to, the sur- 
rounding air heat equivalent to the rais- 
ing of eight pounds of water 1 degree 
per minute.

for the last two years. Two 


years ago the father of Conway sold a 
small dairy to Garrison 
and the latter 


prospered in the enterprise to a marked 
degree. Young Conway 
was 
of 
the 


opinion that Garrison had swindled his 
father and 
hence his malice 
against 


the dairyman. 


Conway took his reprn-ting 
rifle 
at 


0:30 o'clock and £,'oing to the rear of the 
house saw Garrison milking his cows in 
the stable. Without saying a word the 
young fellow shot Garrison in the head 
and the head-and 
the, latter 
fc41 over 


dead. Comvoy's father, who was in a 
nearby stable, ran out and demanded of 
his son what he was doinjj. The youth 
turned the gun. 
on him and fired two 


shots, neither of which took effect. 
The 


old man ran down an alley to the police 
pa-trol-house and jjavc an alarm, 


KILLS WIDOW OF HIS VICTIM. 
M.eanwhilc Mrs. Garrison had appear- 


ed on the back 
porch 
and 
Conway, 


standing in the stable "door, shot her in 
the. heart. She fell on the steps a.nd ex- 
pired in a few minutes- Then the fren- 
zied in an set fire to the. ba.rn 
and re- 


peatedly discharged his rifle through the 
door, killing a.M the cows ns they tried 
to escape from 
the smoke and 
flarm-a. 


The shots attracted 
policemen in the. 


lower part of the city. Policeman .Ben 
Wallis, who was the first ho arrive, en- 
tered the C'omvay house and 
went up- 


stairs, where the murderer had .secreted 
himself. At the head 
of the steps he 


saw Conway with a gun in his hand and 
retreated, not wishing to rush to sure 
death. 


MURDERER KNTDS HIS LIFE. 


A riot alarm was turned in and Police 


Sergeant Fred Heukc and the entire po- 
lice department 
hurried 
to surround 


Conway's house. Conway told his wife 
the whole story and she begged him to 
floo the city, but he replied that he real- 
ized he was in a desperate flx and was 
going-to die game. Going upstairs he 
shot fiimself in the breast with a. revol- 
ver that lay on the dresser. The officers 
then rushed in and took charge of the 
body-

Structure on Present Site. 


COMPLETE PLANS IN 


CITY THIS MORNING 


Elaborate Description Will be Published 


Thursday—Frank K. Bull largely 


Instrumental in Securing Much 


Desired Improvement, 


The Journal ascertained this after- 


noon that the C. & N. W. Eaihvay 
company has completed plans and'speci- 
fications for a $30,000 depot to occupy 
the place of the structure now answer- 
ing that purpose at Eacine. This infor- 
mation conies from most reliable sources 
and is authentic. The station is to be 
built on the east side of the track a, 
number of feet south of the present onii 
and is to be a magnificent piece of ar- 
chitecture. It is to cost 
over $50,000 


without considering the 
value 
of the 


site. 
Plans 
and specifications have 


been drawn and were in the city this 
morning, but were 
despatched back to 


Chicago for the purpose of having cuts 
made which will be given to Kacine pa- 
pers on Thursday of this week. 


The depot is to be built of stone and 


will contain all the up-to-date improve- 
ments. There is to be a driveway on 
bol.li sides of the structure from Stata 
street. It is to be built with a "sub- 
way" tunneled beneath the. tracks. It 
is the intention 
of the 
company 
to 


have the station constructed far enough 
south to enable trains 
not to obstruct 


the traffic on State street. This diffi- 
culty is to 
be obviated 
entirely 
an.l 


while a passenger train is motionless 
there 
will bo no necessity for teams, 


street cars or pedestrians 
to wait for 


engines to pass by. 


The above information was given to a 


Journal 
representative by one of Ka- 


cine's foremost 
citizens 
who was the 


only person 
in Bacine outside of the 


parties interested directly aware of any 
such negotiations The 
reporter 
was 


told the story in brief and with the pos- 
itive understanding he should get tha 
statement verified before publication. 


From the interview with the 
first 


gentleman, it was ascertained that a 
new depot for Racine is entirely due to 
the- personal interest taken in this mu- 
nicipality by Mr. V. K. Bull, president 
of the J. I. Case Threshing Machine 
company, who has used 
his utmost in- 


fluence to bring about this improvement 
for the pn-st throe years. 


Mr. Bull was seen nt the office of tl'o 


C'nso company this afternoon and asked 
to verify thr statement. He was some-, 
what surprised to learn that the Jour- 
nal had rccpivr-d a ''tip.'' 
but admitted 


the truth of the information 
without 


any hesitancy. 


When asked in regard to the matter, 


how long the deal has been pending, ho 
said: 
"About three years ago I began 


negotiating with the C. & N. W. railway 
officials for a depot at Racine. I read- 
ily saw the necessity for such a struc- 
ture and was 
o|\iite determined to n?1 


ceive encouragement: in fact. I was told 
by the general manager of the C. & 1\". 
W. railway, Mr. W. A. Gardner, who 
has his office at Chicago, that 
Racine 


was to have a new depot." 


Mr. Bull mod&stly 
stated 
that Mr. 


Gardner is entitled to all of the credit. 


It is known to be a fact that he and 


Mr. Gardner are personal acquaintances' 
and it is largely due- to the friendly re- 
lations existing between the two gentle- 
men that a new depot was secured for 
Racine. 


Mr. Bull stated that it was the inten- 


tion of the; company, who sent a repre- 
sentative to this city this morning, to 
give the story to the local papers today, 
but.

given to the press Thursday, with nil 
the details.

PRESIDENT PRESENT 


AT THE CEREMONIES 


Miss Barber Presses the Button—Christ- 


ened with California Champagne— 


6O,OOO Spectators View 


the Proceedings. 


SAX FHANCISCO, May-18.—Miss Bar- 


ber pressed the button, Miss 
Desbler 


Binashed 
a bottlo of California 
cham- 


pagne and at 12:28 p. m. the big battle- 
ship Ohio took her first dip into the sea. 
Fifty 
thousand people cheered 
them- 


selves hoarse; the big #uns of the war- 
ships boomed out n salute and every 
«team whistle, within a radius of 
five 


miles shrieked its liveliest as the steel 
monster glided 
into the 
water. The 


noise lasted nearly half an hour and 
•when it finally simmered dowiv, there 
lay the uhio, peacefully floating in the 
little,, .cove in front of the Union Iron 
Works, Later she 
was towed 
to the 


dock, where-she will he tied'for a year 
or more or until finally completed 


As the vessel slid into the water stern- 


most, she created a big wave that made, 
evert the foippest steamers nearby bob 
•uncomfortably up and clown. As for the 
smaller craft, they nearly stood on end. 
?.Irs. .MeKinley was to have pressed the 
button that, started the Ohio down the. 
ways, but on account of her illness, her 
niece. Miss Barber, acted in her place. 


Hon. Irving M. Scott and Henry T. 


Scott took the president and Governor 
Ivash nnd their parties for a cursory in- 
spection :of the 7nore important sections 
of the great yards where the ocean war- 
riors are built. Both President MeKin- 
ley and Governor Nash followed the ex- 
planations concerning tfie works closely 
and with evident interest. 


By the hour of 12 the greater number 


of the nation's representatives; and other 
guests hod arrived at the stand beside 
the hull of the bigg battleship. 


They saw lying there a groat shape, of 


steel, ready for the sea. The greater 
part of the superstructure of the slip 
wherein the Ohio wns built had been re- 
moved. The 
battlecraft 
lay in 
nor 


•wooden shoe-like crndlb on the slippery 
ways Towards the stern the ribs of the 
cradle ran well up her sides, shortening 
towards the forward length of fhc ship 
and disappearing. Tall shores, reaching 
from their firm foundations in the eartli 
•to the decks of the ship were standing 
close, along her sides On a table stand- 
ing, near by was an elec-trical instrument. 
The pressing 
of a button meant 
the 


launching of the ship. The ceremonies 
were simple but significant. There was 
the formal exchange of acceptances up- 
on the part of the government and then 
the tide having reached its flood, the 
word was fiven. 


The bottle of California champagne de- 


pended from the bow by riuoons of reu, 
white and blue, braided into a rope. 


At 12:26 sharp, Irving M. Scott gave 


Miss Barber the signal and she touched 
the magic electrical machine. The guil- 
lotine shot downward like u flash and 
severed the cord. The dog shore top- 
pled over and its own weight and the 
cleverly constructed system of props 
caved in like a house of cards. 


The oOJo seemed to quiver slightly, 


the tremor running her 
entire length 


and in a twinkling she began to slide.

cracking and creaking and 'groaning of 
the timbers beneath nnd around her—

50,000 SPECTATORS 
PRESENT. 


When it became generally known this 


morning that, the president was to at- 
tend the, launching of 
the battleship 


Ohio, most of the population of San 
Francisco ancj 
vicinity 
seemed to be 


moving towards the Union Iron Works. 
Although the time'for the launching was 
set for 12:20 p. in., the people commenc- 
ed to gather about the iron works many 
hours before. Only a few were allow- 
ed to enter the enclosure surrounding 
the ways, but thousands of spectators 
clustered on the bluffs overlooking the 
•works. On the bay shore on the farth- 
er side from the ship yards stands hud 
been erected and they were black with 
people at an early hour. In the bay the 
scene was most 'Animated.' Every' pleas- 
ure craft and steamer, sail boat and tow- 
boat that could be. pressed into service 
hovered around the ship and these wer.? 
kept back with difficulty by the patrol 
of tugs. It was estimated, that fully 
50,000 
peopln saw the .big battleship 


plunge into the water. 


Three score of picked men who hnvc 


in their time launched some of the best 
of our great battleships, of which the 
Pacific coast is proud, were selected by 
the Scotts to do the work of preparing 
the enormous steel hull for its first dip 
into salt water. No outsider was allow- 
ed in the yard adjoining the ways until 
the appointed hour for the gates to open 


II o'clock. Work was knocked off at 


10:15 for a few minutes, so the men en- 
gaged in striking away the blocks coul.l 
join their fellow workmen in hcariTig 
the address of the president, who had 
arrived at 
that hour 
on the United 


States transport tug Slocum with the 
cabinet officers and 
specially invited 


guests of the army and the navy. 
PRESIDENT'S JOURNEY TO SCENE 


OF LAUNCHING, 


president drove rapidly 
through 


thft street*? and was cheeved enthusiasti- 
cally and in response lifted his hat. 
Ar- 


rived at the transport dock, he boarded 
the government tug Slocum, which was 
to carry the presidentia.1 party and .con- 
gressional delegation and other favored 
guests to the scene of the launching at 
the Union Iron works. Besides the cab- 
inet members and the ladies, there were 
on board the little vessel, Gov. Nash of 
Ohio arid his staff and ladies; Miss Bar- 
ber, niece of .Mrs. McKiniey, and Miss 
Deshler and her sister. 
< 


The Slocum was handsomeily decorat- 


ed with fiflgs and draped with the" na- 
tional colors. 
As she left the transport 


dock, the screeching of 
whistles, 
the 


clanging 
of bells and 
the booming of 


cannon made a volume of sound that 
could be, heard for 
miles, announcing 


that the presidential party was on its 
way to the Union Iron works, where so 
many vessels of war-like type have, been 
constructed during the la*t fifteen years. 


A great fleet of craft of every possible 


^description ha_d been crowded into 
the 


blue waters of the bay, all loaded.to the 
water's edge with masses of humanity, 
anxious to see the president. It was a 
glorious 
sight. Flags 
and 
bunting 


streamed from their 
fastenings in the 


cool breeze, flags fluttered <and streamers 
of national colors trailed in the winds. 
Bands played popular airs and lhe:e was 
iufCHsant cheering. Added to the noise 
which issuod from the smaller craft in 
the bay, was the, boom of cannon from 
several warships anchored in the harbor. 
All along the water front, the fleet of 
boats were given ova-tions, and returning 
cheers and salutes were echoed all down 
the bay. 


The Ohio party boarded the steamer 


Resolute and the United States steamer 
•McDowell conveyed General Shafter and 
his officers, of the post and their ladies to 
the scene 
of the 
festivities. Barges 


without number, loaded to their utmost 
capacity, were towed clown the bay by 
tugs and in and out 
of the 
procession 


steamed the government tugs, Governor 
Markham and Governor Invin, bearing; 
Governor Gage and his stall and-other 
s>t«te officers. 


President McKinley arrived at the 


Union Iron works 
shortly 
after 
10 


o'clock. Them he found'lite 8,000-em- 
ployes assembled. The president was 
greeted with a cheer a.ud was presented 
a gold plate in memory of the occasion, 
lie spoke briefly to the men, 
thanking 


them for the gift 
and complimenting 


them on their skill as workmen. After, 
an inspection of the works, Mr. McKin- 
2ey. went to a stand where he saw the 
launching. When 
that iv«.s orer 
he 


boarded the Sloruni once more and re- 
turned to the Scott residence. 


OHIO, SISTER SHIP OF MAINE. 
The Ohio is a sister ship of the Maine, 


now building at the works of the William 
Cramp & Sons Ship and Engine Building 
company, and of the Missouri, building 
at the yard of the Newport News Ship 
Building and Dry Dock company. 


The hull, which is divided like those 


of the most recent battleships, is built 
of steel and is unsheathed. It is 383 
feet long on the load water nne; 72 feet 
'iys inches extreme breadth, and, at a 
mean draft of 23 feet 6 inches, displaces 
l^,2;iO tons. 


The main battery of the ship consists 


of four 12 in. bree'jh loading rifles, plac- 
ed in two balanced turrets, and sixteen 
0 in, rapid fire guns. 


The turrets are turned by electricity-, 


and the motors used for this purpose 
can revolve one of these great turrets 
through 360 degrees in one minute. The 
armor of both the turrets and barbetts 
is 12 inches thick. 


The secondary battery consists of six 


3 in. rapid firing guns: eight fi pounder 
rapid firing guns; six 1 pounder rapid 
iiring gu'ns; two Colts and two 3 in, rap- 
id firing field guns. 


A new feature introduced in the offen- 


sive power of this ship is the submerg- 
ed torpedo tube. 
"SNh'lc submerged tor- 


pedo tubes are not new abroad, German 
warships having 
been 
equipped with 


them for a number of years, the Ohio 
and her class are the first battleships of 
our 
navy to be supplied with them; 


though prior to her construction many 
vessels -of the. United States navy were 
fitted with torpedo tubes above the wat- 
er line. The Ohio will have two of these 
tubes, one on each side of the vessel, sit- 
uated about fifty feet from the bow and 
about ten feet six inches below the wat- 
er line. 


The collective I. H. P. of the main err- 


gines with their air and circulating is 
about 10.000 when the vessel is making 
a speed of eighteen knots, 
it should be 


stated here that the Ohio ranks next to 
the Georgia class of battleships in our 
'navy ir, regard to spend. The Georgia 
and class, which \yili have the greatest 
speed of nny battleship yet authorized 
by congress, are designed 'to make ID 
knots. 


The construction of the Ohio and her 


class was authorized 
by 
congress on 


May 4, 18S1S, whe.n the Spanish war dem 
onstrated the wisdom of a ,nuch great- 
er increase of the navy. The keel was 
laid on April 22, 18nn, and the contract 
price of hull and machinery is $2.890,000. 


Her complement is 3«i officers and 511 


men.

News that Mrs. MeKinley had decidely 


improved came this morning until after 
an uneventful

nouncement by Secretary Cortelyou at 
10:i50 last night that there would be no 
further bulletins, only once was anyone 
seen to stir about.the house. 


When it wa-s announced this morning 


that President McKinley would attend 
the launching of the Ohio, the mounted 
guard was seen to draw up in front of 
the house, preparatory to his departure 
for the Union Iron Works, there was a 
feeling of great relief. 


President McKinley's actions seemed 


to give more assurance -of his wife's im- 
provement in health than any statement 
from the doctors that have done; 


When the 
executive left 
the Scott 


house at 0:'4Q he walked briskly down 
the stairs to his carriage. He appeared 
to be in good spints and the careworn 
expression of his face, which had been 
noticeable, for the past few, days, had 
disappeared. 


There was every temptation for the 


crowd that waited "around the presi- 
dent's temporary 
residence 
to 
cheer 


when they saw the nation's chief come 
out, but for fear of disturbing. Mrs. Mc- 
Kinley, there 
was 
no demonstration, 


merely a respectful lifting of hats as 
the president passed by.

ALBANY STRIKE SETTLED. 


Both Sides Make Concessions ant 


Operations Are Resumed. 


Company Agree to Hear Grievances at 


.All limns But Can Employ Union 


or Koh-lfnloii Labor, 


ALBANY, N. Y., May ,18.—The street 


railway strike which was inaugurated 
seven days ago on the lines of" the. Unit- 
ed Traction company in Albany, Troy, 
C'ohoe/s, BansseJaer and Watervliet is at 
an end and operations resumed at noon 
today. There have been, concessions on 
both sides and an agreement was reach- 
ed early today at a conference at which 
both the corporation and the operatives 
were represented, under which it should 
be possible to avoid strikes in the future. 
The company on its part agrees to re 
ceive representations 
regarding 
griev- 


ances fi'om any committee of its em- 
ployes, representing 
organized or un- 


organized labor; that men suspended or 
discharge*! by the superintendents shall 
be entitled to appeal to the executive 
committee of the company; that in case 
employes can disprove charges 
under 


which th«y were suspended or discharg- 
ed they shall be entitled to pay for tho 
time they were idle during such suspen- 
sion or discharge and that there will be 
no discrimination, against any 
of the 


men who engaged in the strike except 
those guilty of unlawful or riotous acts 
The company reserves the right to em- 
ploy union or non-union men and to dis- 
charge employes for cause 


% The wages of all the motormen, con- 
ductors,, linemen and pitmen are to be 
20 cents per hour, and of pitmen helpers 
]71/2 cents per hour. The 
men agree 


that no proposition for a strike shall bo 
acted upon by any division at the same 
meeting at which it is introduced, but 
that at least 48 hours shall elapse be- 
fore such proposition shall be voted up- 
on, and that if a strike shall be ordered, 
it shall not take effect until at least six 
days have elapsed after notice to the 
company, during 
which time the em- 


ployes shall continue their work. The 
non-union men brought here to fill the 
places of the strikers will unquestionably 
withdraw, although the 
formal agree 


ment does not, mention them.

TO BUILD LARGE 


FREIGHT HOUSE 


Olrt Building BnlJt in 1857 Used forbears 


as Freight House anil Depot to 


Come Down—New One to 


be of Brick. 


The Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul 


Railway company will build a large and 
commodious freight house in this city 
before snow flies. It will take the place 
of the old wooden structure at 
tho 


north end of Wisconsin street, -which has 
tootl nearly fifty years and tlie hitter, 
structure, will be torn down. 


Plans and specifications for the new 


building have been made and call for a 
one story brick structure of modern de- 
sign, with nice and; comfortable offices 
;or the freight agent and his assistants, 
lust what the dimensions of the build- 
ing will be, is not stated, but it will 
cost several thousand dollars. 


The old building now used for a freight 


liouse, was built in 1857 and for over 
forty years answered the purpose of de- 
jot and freight house combined, until the 
Ine stone, depot at the foot of Main 
street was built 


During 
the past 
forty 
years there 


:ia,ve been many changes in the St. Paul 
system in Racine. At' one time the gen- 
eral offices occupied the whole of the Se- 
cor block at the" corner of Mam and 
Third street,; the shops on the flats, 
known as the round house, were running 
full blast and gave employment to tvro 
hundred men and all of the locomotives 
of the. road were built arid repaired here, 
but now the offices have gone, tho shops 
are. little better than a. shack and only 
a few men are left to take care of the 
business of the Southwestern Division. 


In those days D. A. Olin was the su- 


perintendent; Dave Bush the. assistant; 
E. W. Xorthrop train dispatcher: Judd 
Minard assistant and 
others were in 


charge. 


D. A. Olin is dead; Mr. Bush is one of 


the right hand men of the road with 
headquarters at Milwaukee, and E. W. 
Xorthrop is out .of the railroad business 
altogether. 


The history of this branch of the road 


which now touches here and has chang-' 
ed names so many times in the past 
few years is interesting. It was first 
the "Racine, Janesville & Mississippi ~Rail- 
way company, and was chartered in 1852 
to build a road from Hacine. to Beloit, 
and was* orgunized the same year. The 
city of Racine issued its bonds for $300,- 
000 in payment for that amount 
of 


stock. The towns of Racine, Klkhorn, 
Delavan and Beloit gave $100,000, and 
issued their bonds and farmers along 
the line made liberal subscriptions and, 
secured the same by mortgages on their 
farms. The road was-built to Burling- 
ton in 18f)5, 
to 
Delavan in 1856 and 


thence to Beloit. Failing to meet the • 
interest on. the bonds, and floating in- 
debtedness, it was surrendered by the 
company to the bondholders in 1869 and 
was completed to Freeport in that year. 
The. 
name was changed to tho Western 


Union railroad; in 1879 it became-the 
Southwestern division of the St. Paul 
and holds that name today. 


The early scenes and incidents of that 


road are many and varied and the dis- 
appearance of the old building to nmk« 
room for a new freight house will recall 
stories to old timers. 


While the people of the city appre- 


ciate the contemplated plan of a new 
freight house they would rather see the 
St. Paul people give them a handsome 
new passenger depot at Racine Junction 
in place of the hen coop that now an- 
swers the purpose. It looks as if tho 
company 
is 
more, solicitous 
for the 


freight than it is for human beings which 
comprises the traveling public.

ratigcmeat of nine principal rooms. The 
house is designed to face the east, thus 
placing the sitting room: ami bedroom on 
the most desirable side of the house. The 
sitting or living room is of fair size a?ad en- 
tered from the front porch direct. 
The 


projecting: window in this room is fnr- 
,Bished with three drawers under the shelf. 
The parlor, also entered direct'frdm the 
porch, is connected with the sitting room 
by sliding doors 5 feet wide. The lower 
pnsh of the large .two sashed window in 
this room is fitted with plate glass 48 by 
44. The dining room is accessible from 
the sitting room or from the outside from 
the side porch. 


The first floor bedroom, a requisite with 


almost every Due in the west, is conven- 
iently located, is of fair size and furnish-

ed with closet room. The kitchen is small, 
but is intended simply for cooking. 
The 


lobby, opening from tho bedroom and din- 
ing room, is nn especially desirable con- 
venience, furnishing as it does passage 
from these rooms to the pantry or kitch- 
en, and from which stairs load down to 
the cellar. 
In tiift present instance the 


cellar is only under the dining room, 
though if this be insufficient, or if one be 
desirous of heating by furnace, the space 
under tho whole house could b& excavat- 
ed, or if expense saving is the lending 
question one might excavate under i.ho 
kitchen and bedroom, under the latter be- 
ing the best location for tho furnace. 


On the second floor wo have four cham- 


ber of fair sixo. In the present case no 
provision has been made for the bath- 
room, but if this be desired the small

chamber over the lower bedroom might be 
divided, furnishing in one part n dressing 
room and fitting the other portion us bath- 
room at an expense of from $50 to $100. 


The construction of tho bouse is good, 


using, for the first tier of timbers 6 by S. 
sills with 2 by 8 joists; second tier joists, 
2 by 10; coiling joists, 2 by 0; studding 
nnd rnfters, 2 by 4. The outside wnlls 
are shed'ihed outside with1 shiplnp sheath- 
hig and building'paper.and covered with 
pine ha!.*! »nch siding,- The inside of the 
outside walls and c>afh side of the interior 
wnlls nre finished with three coats plus- 
teriug. 


The outside of the house Is painted 


three cents. The-inside Is finished nat- 
ural on the first floor and painted three 
coats on the second .floor.

From the practical necessities of people 


whb/build grow the floor:plans of their 
house's.'.'-' The architect is:.seldom able to' 
sit down and devise a plan from, his inner 
consciousness which is in, all respects 
suited to the requirements, pr at/least.the 
demands, of people who live in it. The 
people TV ho builci houses go into an archi-' 
tect's office not knowing just bow to carryj 
out their ideas, but.very frequently with 
clear thoughts as to what they want. The 
'architect,'if lie is industrious and ingen- 
ious, is generally able from,an expression 
of what is wanted to work out<a practical 
plan. 
O-ftc'ntimes it will contain more 


than the owner expected in the way of 
little conveniences and accommodations 
nt the sam* time that it takes into ac- 
count all of the general demands. 


This plan is of the kind mentioned. The 


owner and his wife had been thinking for 
a good while tas to just thp kind of a 
bouse they woijld build. They Jind been 
housekeeping in it before it was eVen on 
paper. It, is not the kind of a. plan an

architect would develop from an ideal 
standpoint, yet it makes a very attractive 
end complete house. 
'• There is a little front porch leading into 
a vestibule, in which latter there is abun- 
dance of room for a hatrack, umbrella 
stand and all that belongs to a vestibule. 
From there one goes into the reception 
boll, which, in fact, has all the qualities 
of a room. Then* is removed from it most 
that is objectionable to a reception hall. 
The stairway is a little outside of it and 
.does not^monopolize the room. The hat- 
rack is in the vestibule, arid hence there 
is nothing in the' reception bail which 
would prevent its use as a living room. 
Back of the hall and a little out of the 
way; is ra small passage to the dining 
room.. In it is a washstand. .While this 
•washstand might be placed in a..bettor po- 
sition—say on the other side of the arch— 
the idea is yet npt a bad one. 


From the reception room, one may pass 


to the second floor, the sitting room and 
the dining room, and from the dining 
room through the pantry to the kitchen. 
The pantry is provided with double swing 
doors and lias the ordinary kitchen pantry

cupboard and also a china cupboard. In 
the former tie architect hns arranged a 
flour bin and inclosed shelves in the lower 
section of the cupboard nnd. open shelves 
nbove. In flic china cupboard there arc 
inclosed shelving In the lower section aud 
eholving with glass doors above. Those 
provide for a pretty display of china nnd 
• re nltogether very nttrnctive, 


The kitchen is of that ehurncter whiclv 


usually nccouipnnics these plans. 
It is 


provided with ample tftble, sink aud drain 
board in close proximity to the entrance 
to the pantry nud conveniently arranged 
with respect to the range. The pnssagc- 
wny.to the celiar is adjacent thereto, and 
hence there cnn be no waste labor iu con- 
nection with thennttirnl work of n kitch- 
en. There is some shelving at the head 
of the cellar stairs. 
This never comes 


nmiss. There is also an arrangement ot 
tables and shelving in the triangular cor- 
ner of the pnutry. 


Altogether this is a very compact first 


floor plan. 
The rooms are all brought 


together in a way to facilitate the mnni- 
fold operations of housekeeping. 


The second floor is if anything better 


orranged than the first. There is n short, 
centrally located hall, which communi- 
cates with nil the rooms and pnsnges. It

Many iristiinces could bo mentioned where 
people hi their ambition to own a large 
house, so that they 'could entertain and 
make a great display, hove found them- 
selves struggling 'for years, carr.ving a 
heavy mortgage, and at last through sick- 
noes or misfortune'hare failed to meet the 
payments and lost everything, while the

money which has boon expended in inter- 
est and' foolish expenses would easily 
have paid for a small house. 


Here is a sug'g&Klion for a cozy, com.' 


fortahle.dwelling'suitable for tho country 
or suburbs of a dry. It'is snug and low 
enough for' av-nraifie country and has 
quite enough 'veranda space for a south- 
ern home and would, not be out of place 
in the northern states. It is a pleasing ar- 
rangement of rooms and has the accom- 
modations'of a more pretentious house. 
It has many good features. A handsome 
porch protects the main entrance and 
njakes a vestibule unnecessary. The stair- 
case hall is quite large enough for a sit- 
ting room. ' 


Tho principal feature of this room is 


the handsome staircase; which is broken 
by broad landings pjacod so as to give the 
best effect. From the liall you may entec 


FIBST STOUT, 


the parlor through a sliding door, or the 
diningr room through aa ordinary siring 
door. The dining room and parlor are 
separated by sliding doors in. the usual 
way. There is a neat coiner fireplace in 
both dining room and parlor, and one 
chimney serves for these rooms and the 
kitchen. The dining room communicates 
M'ith the kitchen through the pantry- A 
broad veranda extends around three sides 
of the parlor wing, and in addition to the 
protection it affords serves as a most de- 
lightful place to sit in summer evenings. 


In the second story, in addition to the 


bull, there are three large chambers with 
closets in' each. The chamber above the 
kitchen wing is quite large enough to take 
off space for n bathroom if desired. The 


building is sheathed and papered in tho 
usual way and sbinfiled on the sides and 
roofs. 
Shingles cost more thnn clap- 


boards, but are more durable and make a 
house much wanner. All the exterior fla- 
ish is of white pine.

The second" story is finished in cypress, 


stained nnd finished in the same manner 
ns tho woodwork in the first story.

window sashes are of white-pine gin zed 
with double thick gloss. Tho doors in the 
first story are oak n'uisbcd anil of cypress 
in the second story; bronze hardware 
throughout. This house can ho built for 
§2,000, with a furnace complete.

I/nne and 
ammonia are valuable as fertilizers, 
destroyers of maiiy forms of germ and 
insect life. Many years of thought and 
study convince me that gas lime af- 
fords a safe, reasonable, cheap and ef- 
ficient remedy for the borer. 


American Agriculturist, in which Ihe 


foregoing appears, says that while the 
value of gas lime as an'insecticide is a 
mooted question there can be no doubt 
about Us beneficial effects upon certain 
soils. 


When and 
T-Vliy They Do 


. TUeir.Greatest Damage. 


Sheep men have known for several 


years that it is relatively entirely safe 
to keep sheep on. inouutain ranges aft- 
er the middle of July on wk.Vdi large 
numbers of sheep would almost cer- 
tainly be poisoned if a-Howed to graze 
there during the months of May and 
June, 
It is a fact generally observed 


by stockmen and especially apparent to 
an observer in traveling over different 
parts of Montana that the range-be- 
comes freer and freer from plants of 
all description except grasses the far- 
| ther one goes from the mountains. In 


the open prairie country at a distance 
of 20 miles from the'foothills or moun- 
tains there are thousands.of acres.of 


j ,good grazing country where almost no. 


vegetation except grass is to be found. 
• 


The grass upon tho clean prairie 


range is for the most part short, and it 
is well known that short grass is pre- 
ferred by sheep to tall grass, which un- 
dor ordinary circumstances they avoid.; 
This observed fact is strikingly illns-| 
trated In the different feeding habits of 
sheep on prairie ranges and oa moun- 
tain ranges. On the former sheep, as 
just indicated, eeem decidedly to prefer 
short grass and such other plants as 
may in their early vegetative stages 
resemble grass. 
Other plants of a 


coarser nature are almost uniformly 
avoided on a prairie range during the 
greater part of .the season. When, on 
the other hand, sheep are taken to the 
mountain 
range during1 July, they, 


avoid for the most part the tall grass 
growing in such localities and feed; 
upon other plants, such as foalsamor-; 
hiza, lepacbys, 
solidago, potentilla, 


spiraea, astragalus, glycyrrhtza, lupi-i 
mis, geraiaiura, etc.

The difficulties which lie ia the way, 


of grazing sheep and cattle together on 
a prairie range partly disappear on the 
mountain ranges from the fact that the 
sheep and cattle do not there eat the 
same kinds of plants, the cattle pre- 
ferring grass and the sheep the class of 
plants-which have just been instanced; 
The majority of plants known to be 
poisonous and which are e&pecially, 
dangerous during the wet months of 
May, and June are so far advanced by; 


j the time. the sheep are taken to tho 


mountain ranges that they are not 
tempting and are not eaten. 
^ 


The tall larkspur, for instance, is too 


coarse to be eaten by sheep during the 
season from July to October. 
The 


sheep owners have found by experienca 
that these mountain ranges which are 
so extremely dangerous for sheep dur- 
ing the early summer are quite safe 
during the months from July, .to Sep- 
tember, inclusive. 


Stockmen have observed for many 


years that during the spring months 
poisoning is apt to occur after heavy, 
rains. This may be said to be a gener- 
al belief of stock raisers, and it is sup- 
ported by numerous observations. 


Many cerious cases of stock poisoning 


have occurred after late spring and 
early autumn snowstorms. The expla- 
nation seems to be that the grass was 
covered by snow and nothing /remained 
visible for the stock to eat except cer- 
tain plants which happened to be poi- 
sonous. 


The actual stag? of growth of any 


poisonous plant determines very large- 
ly whether or not it IB eaten at a given 
time. 
Some of the poisonous plants, 


as, for Instance, the taller species of 
larkspur and water hemlock, become so. 
largo and coarse during their later 
stages that they are seldom if ever eat- 
en by sheep in that condition. On the 
other hand, the large size or coarseness 
of the plant does'not apparently exer- 
cise any influence In preventing cattle 
from eating it. 


The foregoing items are gleaned from 


a report of the department of agricul- 
ture on stock poisoning plants in Mon- 
tana. 
This illustrated report deals in 


detail with the poisoning plants, their 
effects and remedies, nnd it appears to 
be of much value for the state and ad- 
jacent regions where sheep and cattle 
interests predominate, 


A Yankee Idea For the West. 


In the west, where farmers burn 


straw to get rid of it, they could make 
pomp money by planting potatoes with 
it. 
Drop the potatoes on top of the 


ground without plowing irt rows or oth- 
erwise IS inches apart each way. T.'se 
whole tubers and cover with straw one 
or tv.-o feet deep. 
There will be no 


move work required except to care for 
bugs until harvest time, vrhcn with a 
tori: turn over the straw and pick up 
the tubers, from 200 to 300 bushels per 
acre and povlTaps more. They will not 
suffer with drought, and the next year 
the land will bo in condition for any 
crop and easily plowed.—American Ag- 
riculturist. 


i as a Money Crop. 


Almost every season the question of 


planting sunflowers Is discussed prom- 
inently in almost all the corn growing 
states. The farmers, in a general way, 
have an idea that they can be grown 
with profit. Whether it will pay a corn 
belt farmer to plant sunflower seed de- 
pends largely upon his location and the 
possibility of a market. The chief val- 
ue of this crop is the oil which is ex- 
tracted from the seed. 
In many re- 


spects it is like olive oil and is suitable 
for table use. Then, too, the cake left 
after the extraction of the oil is rich in 
nitrogen and consequently valuable as 
a stock food. It is veVy palatable and 
| eaten readily by all kinds of stock. 


[ The branches and leaves of the sun- 


flower are occasionally used for feed, 
but are not eaten nearly so readily as 
many other crops. The seed can occa- 
sionally be disposed of to dealers of 
flaxsued in the largo cities, says Orange 
Judd -Farmer. 
The cultivation in a 


general way resembles that of ordinary 
Indian corn. The soil best adapted is 
a deep black loam, rich in plant food. 


The Bier Potato Pntofc of the World. 


Victoria island, about 20 miles west 


of Stockton, Cfil., is said to contain the 
largest potato patch in the world. The 
land is "new," having been reclaimed 
from swamps. This year about 40,000 
acres will be planted In potatoes. These 
potatoes are sent to San Francisco and 
chipped all over the Paeiu'o country.

Finally, however, after 
eome hard fighting by members, who 
themselves used small boilers in their 
home factories, and wished to hire 
whom they pleased, the assembly had 
a chance to rescind its action. Having 
once gone on record as friends of the 
engineers, they gladly proceeded 
to 


•bury the nill face downward. 


The "bin forbidding the running of 


freight .trains with two engines— 
"double headers"—was another bill 
that did not strike the members right 
but it wenc 
through the 
assembly 


with flying colors only to fall down 
In the senate. 
The Dnhl bill. Intro- 


ducing the Torreus system of hind 
registration, met its fate in the senate 
after having bean put through the 
assembly by hard work on. the part of 
the 
Vernoc 
county 
assemblyman.

Tlie Spltt Ovnr Primary Elections. 


Primary elections are dead for this
